Dwellings By Tracks 
Receive Approval 


With a proliferation of For Sale 
signs dotting the landscape at 
Placentia’s new S&S (Shapell) 
homes adjacent to the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe rail road tracks 
near Chapman Avenue, the 
Placentia Planning _Commission 
Tuesday night appfoved another 
development for habitation on the 
same mainline. 

The most recent community, of 
approximately nine and a half acres, 
would hold 24 buildings structured 
on 22 lots. : 

The new development, approved 
on a split vote with Acting Planning 
Commission Chairman Dr. David 
Margolias and Planning Commis- 
sioner Chester Sowinski dissenting, 
would lie adjacent to the 57 
Freeway, as. well.

Is the City of Placentia passing 
unconstitutional ordinances? 

Perhaps so in the legal opinion of 
practicing Placentia attorney Ge- 
orge Bean, who not only is a lawyer 
but a full-fledged engineer as well. 

Bean, who recently spoke at an 
open ‘hearing of the Placentia 
Planning Commission on the subject 
of restrictions being placed on the 
parking of recreational vehicles and 
other. sports equipment on private 
property, came away singularly 
unimpressed. 

‘*Itis my opinion at this point that 
the entire:shearing probably is illegal 
because of the manner in which it 
was conducted,’’ Bean recalls, ‘‘in 
the refusal of the chairman (Mrs. 
Lee Van Gorden) to _ permit 
discussion on the legality of the 
ordinance as it was proposed. 

‘‘I don’t known how many people 
were there but I would estimate at 
least 150, all of whom were against 
the ordinance. She (Mrs. Van 
Gorden) started out by saying that 
no one was going to be allowed to

Where Are Answers?

Placentia City Council: 


The City of Placentia Budget for Fiscal Year 1976/77 was presented to 
the City Council in preliminary form dated May 13, 1976. Subsequently, a 
condensed version dated May 20, 1976 was made available to the public. 

Even this abridged form posed some rather major questions. For 
example, budgeted salaries in some divisions showed little increase while 
salaries in other divisions showed increases up to 42% over budgeted 
salaries in the 1975/76 Fiscal Year. No change in the number of personnel 
or change in job titles appeared in these divisions. General pay raises 
authorized in the past year and step increases within the salary schedule 
could not account for this increase. 

Further clouding the issue this year is a change in the format of the 
budget. For the first time, at least in many years, budgeted salaries for 
the City Administrator and Department heads are not separately 
identified. Instead, these budgeted salaries are lumped into totals by 


division. 


Early in June, we asked for the actual job titles and salaries upon which 
the 1976/77 budget was prepared. This request has been repeated on 
many occasions at both the staff level and to individual members of the 
City Council. Without going into the various excuses we have been given, 
the simple fact is that we still do not have this information. The current 
excuse is that this information is not available in a form that can be sep 
to the general public. Incredible! Since our first request, you have held 
public hearings, approved the budget, and set the tax rate for the current 
Fiscal Year. We are now three months into the Fiscal Year and still we are 
not permitted to see the data upon which more than a third of the total 
budget is based. (We have not asked to see the other two thirds). 

The proposed policy on ‘‘Research Reimbursement”’ that appeared so 
innocently and so late on your agenda September 21 was, in our opinion, 
simply another bald attempt to tell the public that what goes on at City 
Hall is really none of their concern. If a citizen persists in trying to find out 
about ‘‘an aspect of the City operations’ that the Counctil or Staff is not 
eager to reveal, this policy would have made it possible to charge him 
‘through the nose”’ in a further attempt to discourage him, Whether this 

roposed policy was initiated by the Council or by the Staff is intriguing. 
The fact that the Council did not approve it is encouraging. The fact that it 
was sent back for rewording is disturbing. Let’s hope it gets a prompt and 


permanent burial. 


Very recently, another document has become available to the 
public—it showed up in the Public Library. This document; ‘City of 
Placentia Annual Report 1975-1976’’ (undated) also generates more 


questions than answers. 


First, we can ask how many full time employees the City really has in 
1976/77? In the 1976/77 Budget, The City Administrator says 135 but 
only 143 are enumerated by job title in the body of the budget. The Annual 
Report says either 138 (by ethnic distribution) or 140 (distribution by sex) 
effective August 1976. If there were any authorized positions vacant 
during August, the total may be even higher now. Does this mean that, 
aside from not knowing salaries, we may not even know how many City 


employees we have? 


Comparing the expenditures for Fiscal Year 1975/76 as reported in the 
1976/77 Budget document with those reported in the 1975/76 Annual 
Report reveals more discrepancies. 

Many items cannot be directly compared because the city continues its 
practice of reporting expenditures in categories other than where they 
were budgeted. Thus the Annual Report does not follow the format of 
either the 1975/76 or the 1976/77 Budget. However, we can ask some 


questions. For example: 


Did we spend $48,600 or $66,579 for the City Attorney's office? Did we 
spend $424,380 or $50,200 for sewer and storm drain construction? Did 
we spend $5,237,865 or $4,753,162 from all funds? 

Which numbers are correct? Is either set of numbers correct? Do you 


know? Does anyone really know? 


All of these numbers appear in documents signed by Edwn T. Powell, 
City Administrator. Maybe he knows. If not, maybe he could find out. 
Maybe he will tell you. Maybe, if you find the answers, you'll tell the 


public. Maybe.

Attorney Disagrees With City 


6-0 vote by commissioners and now 
advances to the Placentia City 
Council, Bean points out: 

‘‘There are some things about the 
ordinance which definitely brings 
out constitutional issues as to 
whether the ordinance is constitu- 
tional at all. The first thing is that by 
the testimony of the planning 
committee staff, it was the intent of 
the staff not to enforce the ordinance 
equally, but it was only to be 
enforced on an ‘as called or as 
complained’ type basis. 

‘*Secondly it had a section in it 
which permitted the head of the 
planning staff or the head of the 
building department to set up the 
standards for whatever parking 
areas there were. This permits an 
arbitrary method of enforcement: 

“which is totally unconstitutional. 

‘Third, ordinances are supposed 

to be complete in and of 


themselves.’’ Other arrangements - 


in this regard, Bean pointed out 
“cause the thing to be uncontitu- 
tional because ‘of vagueness and 

type of enforce- 
ment.”’ 


‘*The way they have done it is that 
right to park in their own driveways 


under certain circumstances or 
alongside the dwelling. 

‘‘In my estimation the conduct of 
the meeting and the conduct of the 
planning commission was literaly a 
total disregard for the people who 
were present at the hearing. They 
didn’t pay attention, by and large, or 
consider the problems that the 
individuals brought out.”’ 

Bean pointed out that ‘‘the city 
fathers in their questionable 
wisdom, when planning this 
city...completely eliminated alleys. 
As a result the only access to 
property happens to be from the 
front or on the sideyard. 

. ‘Now you have a_ planning 
commission come _along....and 
proceed to deny people the use of 
their property for what is presently a 
current trend in the use of 
recreational vehicles and is going to 
increase over the years. It is a 
disregard for the rights of people to 
use their property in a peaceful 
manner. 

‘*I think it is an outrageous thing. 
The city also hasn’t provided any 
parking areas if they want them 
(recreational vehicles) off the 
street,’’ Bean, who does not own 
one, adds. 


Bean points out that although the 
ordinance is supposedly designed to 
maintain property values, the 
villains, the recreational vehicles, 
actually are portable and are not 
stationary objects in the neighbor- 
hood. 

But not so the fences now required 
to shield them from public view. 
These fences, which can _ be 
corrugated sheet metal or corrugat- 
ed plastic, are stationary. Bean 
points out and there are no 
provisions for gates. ‘‘Which 
literally means that the person is 
going to be totally denied the use of 
it (the recreational vehicle.)’’ 

The stationary fences, Bean 
contends, will be the degradation of 
the neighborhoods. 

‘Instead of restricting (recrea- 
tional vehicles), ‘the city should 
recognize that people should have a 
right to use their property without 
harassment. 

‘“‘I’m going to start paying more 
attention to what’s going ‘on in this 
city,’ Bean concludes. ‘‘I see this 


" sort of thing going on and it begins to 


make mie very angry. Now that I’m in

the decision of a department head, it 
is outlined, may be appealed to the 
City Administrator.

The proposal, however, fails to 
place any kind of time limitation on 
how long such a procedure might 
take and offers no guarantee that the 
measure might not be used to 
completely withhold information 
from the public, including the press.

can’t get out of,’’ he point out. 

Dr. Margolias posed _ strong 
questions, expressing concern for 
problems of noise and vibrations. 

Margolias asking about the noise 
factor in case windows were left 
open, learned also of the double 
windows that possibly may be 
sealed. It was pointed out by staff 
that S&S homes have double sliding 
windows next to the railroad tracks. 
Residents, there, however, have 
complained that the double panes 
add to the noise as both panes rattle 
when trains go by.
